He displayed his 
ma;;niticent Siihurhan form ami won by a margin 
t»f ei;;ht h*n;;ths from Dandclhui, with Beacon Li;?ht 
third and Salvidere fourth. Salvidere was shuffled 
back altout midway of the journey of a mile and a 
quarter, and at the end api»eared as if he was 
short.

CONDENSED HISTORY OF THE DOLPHIN STAKES.
